(Friday) is the day, and six thirty in 
the afternoon is the hour, and it’s no 
pink tea affair that’s’ on the card at 
the Wetaskiwin athletic park—its to 
be a real championship paseball game, 
with all the trimmings that go with 
a championship series. 

Be it known that the Wetaskiwin 
Athletics are keenly bent on chucking 
the provincial senior championship 
of the Alberta Amateur Baseball As- 
sociation into their war bag, and hav- 
ing become affiliated with the pro 
vincial governing body, have been 
drawn by the moguls that ihe to do 
battle royal with the strongest line- 
up that the city of Edmonton has to 
offer. 

The South Side Arctics and Webb 
Kings Royals have been entangled in 
a seven-game series to decide which 
team will represent the capital city 
in the greatest series of baseball in 
which Wetaskiwin has been involved 
in many a moon. 


A homeand-home series of five 
games is scheduled, with the lid being 
pried here tomorrow and the second 
clash up north on Sunday. The teams 
will then again face each other on the 
local diamond, and so on until either 
team has annexed three victories. The 
winners will move into the semi-finals 
to meet the victorious crew emerging 
from the Clyde, Morinville, Mountain 
Park and Cadomin competition in the 
far north. In the meantime many 
teams in the south are battling away 
to name a finalist to oppose the north- 
ern Alberta champions in the series to 
decide the provincial championship. 
So you can write it in your little book 
that there'll be some tall-doings at 
the ball yard here tomorrow and next 
week.

‘According to a report issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the 
number of deaths in Canada from ex- 
ternal violence during the year 1931 
(preliminary figures) was 7,146 as 
compared with 7,478 in 1930, 7,151 in 
1929, 6,925 in 1928, 6,267 in 1927 and 
5,869 in 1926. 

Suicides showed a slight decline 
in 1931 as compared with the  pre- 
ceding year, the number being 1,004 
as against 1,010, but both of these 
years showed a marked advance over 
1929 when suicides numbered 835. 

Homicides numbered 171 in 1931 
giving a rate of 1.7 per 100,000. In 
1930 the number of homicides was 
214 and the rate 2.1, hin 1929 the 
number was 182 and the rate 1.8. 

There were 5,971 accidental deaths 
in 1931 giving a rate of 58 per 100,- 
000. Both the number of deaths

Our expenditure for 1932 would be 
nearly $17,000,000, out of which it 
took $6,800,000 to provide interest and 
debt charges. The deficit for 1930 
was $2,300,000, and for 1931 it would 
be about $4,000,000. Further econo- 
mies were absolutely necessary by the 
government, and the speaker instanc- 
ed many items that could be reduced 
or abclished altogether. The Turner 
Valley problem was touched on and 
it was shown that the tendency was 
to curtail the privileges of the farm- 
ers in Securing their requiremnts of 
gasoline at the well head, and it look- 
ed as if the big companies would even- 
tually control the field. The _ tele- 
phone situation was gone into and it 
was pointed out that for two years the 
system had been operated at a loss 
and a further loss was estimated for 
this year of $500,000. The rural lines 
were being sadly depleted, and if noth- 
ing was done to meet the situation 
the rural telephone system would soon 
be almost a thing of the past. The 
‘new taxation imposed by the govern- 
| ment was explained, as also was the 
settlement with the Wheat Pool to 
cover the guarantee 1o the banks by 
the government of nearly $6,000,000. 
In this connection it was pointed out 
that the only way to prevent a loss 
to the Pool members who owned the 
elevators and to the government on 
its guarantee, was that the Pool 
should handle sufficient grain each 
year to make enough money to pay off 
the government guarantee. This 
would take about $500,000 each year 
for 20 years. He thought the Pool 
management made a mistake in send- 
ing out accounts to each member for 
the 1929 overpayment. It had been 
made clear by the Pool that no effort 
would-be made to collect this money, 
but the effect of receiving an account 
would undoubtedly be to frighten 
farmers so that they would shun the 
Pool elevators in the future. 
| After Mr. Montgomery's address, 
| many of those present discussed sev- 
eral matters of interest. One sugges- 
tion was to reduce car licenses, either 
making an allowance quarterly, or 
charging a license of $1.00 per cylin- 
der and raising: the deficiency by an 
increase in the: “kasoline tax. Regara- 
ing telephones, some were of the 
opinion that the government should 
sell out to a private company, who 
might manage more efficiently and 
80 reduce the rates. They were op- 
posed to a frontage tax to provide 
more money for the telephone sys- 
tem. It was pointed out that near 
Eckville the farmers owned their own 
rural lines and paid a small connect- 
ing fee to the government and the 
service was good. Strong opposition 
was expressed against the proposed 
country system, some thinking it was 
a scheme of the government to throw 
greater taxation burdens on the muni- 
cipalities. :

Frozen sweets are quite in vogue 
now. They are sweet, cool and nour- 
ishing, They often bring up to stand- 
ard the calories in our otherwise fru- 
gal summer meals. It is unusual to be 
talking about increasing calories but 
the fact is that some of us do not eat 
enough during the summertime. Our 
appetites are lazy and we just let 
them have their own way. 

Macaroons are good summer cook- 
ies and with them you can make sev- 
eral delightful desserts. 

Corn Flake Macaroons 

2 egg whites, % cup chopped nut 
meats, 1 cup brown sugar, 1 cup cocoa- 
nut (shredded), 2 cups corn flakes, 4% 
teaspoon vanilla. 

Beat egg whites until they are stiff 
enough to hold their shape but not 


Fold in sugar carefully. Fold in corn 
flakes, nutmeats and cocoanut. Add 
yanilla. Drop on a well greased bak- 
ing sheet. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 deg. F.) about 15 to 20 minutes. 
Remove pans from oven, place on 
damp towel and remove macaroons 
immediately with a spatula or sharp 
knife. If macaroons become hardened 
to pan, they may be put in the oven 
a few minutes to soften.

1% cup sugar, 3 eggs. (separated), 1 
teaspoon vanilla extract, 4 teaspoon 
almond extract, 1 cup canned sliceé 
peaches, 3 cups corn flake macaroon 
crumbs. 

Scald the milk. Mix cornstarch 
with sugar and moisten with a little 
cold water. Add the beaten egg yolks 
and stir into milk. Cook ,stirring con- 
tinually, until custard is smooth and 
thick. Remove from fire, add flavor- 
ings and peaches. Fold in beaten egg 
whites. Place maracoon ‘crumbs in 
a bowl or pudding dish and pour cus- 
tard mixture over them. Allow to set 
in refrigerator over night. May tbe 
served gernished with fresh berries.

SCOTLAND READY 
TO TAKE WHEAT 


Montreal, July 23.—'‘We need wheat 
and are willing to take it from Can- 
ada at a world price,” declared Wil- 
liam Bruce, of Seton Mains, Scotland, 
advisor to Sir Douglas Newton who is 
looking after the interests of British 
agrculture at Ottawa, in an interview 
here. 

But that world price must not 
be too low, Mr. Bruce qualified. 
“We have come to the conclusion 
that cheap food is a bit of a delus- 
jon,” he said. We don’t want to 
see wheat too low in Great Britain, 


iblecause we want to expand our 
livestock. trade and the two are 
largely interdependent. 

Mr. Bruce suggested Canada 
ease her restrictins upon the im- 
port of pedigreed stock. “We in 


turn would be pleased to take store 
cattle from Canada,” he added. 

The Scottish advisor, at one time 
Tecturer at Edinburgh University on 
jagricultural subjects, is now a pig 
farmer. What kills the price of pigs, 
he said, is the constant fluctuation in 
price. From a shilling a pound a few 
months ago, he said, t he price has 

gone down to fourpence. 


TESTS BEING MADE 
TO CUT DOWN WASTAGE 


Calgary, July 25.—Tests made by 
the Turner Valley Gas Conservation 
Board reveal the gas pressure in Tur 
ner Valley fields is dropping quickly. 
The tests are heing made with a 
view to curtailing gas production in 
an effort to prolong the field’s life. 

Compared with the situation 121 
months ago, the ‘tests show, there 
has been a. reduction in-.gas pressure 
by nearly - 200 pounds per square 
inch in the north and central parts 
of Turner Valley. If rigid conserv- 
ation is not enforced, the board 
maintains, wells in this area will 
be unable to supply gas to Calgary 
under their own pressure in less 
than three years.

With the resignation of Sir Henry 
Thornton as Chairman and President 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
effective. August 1 Mr. Hungerford, 
Operating Vice-President, has been 
appointed by the Board of Directors, 
as Acting President of the Company. 

Samuel J. Hungerford is one of 
Canada’s best known railroad oper- 
ating officers. His experience ‘has 
ranged, in more than 45 years, from 
the humble position of machinist’s 
apprentice, where he commenced in 
1886, to that of Vice-President in 
charge of Operation, Maintenance and 
Construction of Canada's largest rail- 
road system, the Canadian National 
Railways. 

Born in Bedford, Que., sixty years 
ago S. J. Hungerford entered railroad- 
ing as an apprentice with the South- 
eastern Railroad, later part of the O.P. 
R., at Farnham, Que. 

In 1910 Mr. Hungerford joined the 
Canadian Northern Railway as super- 
intendent of rolling stock with head- 
quarters at Winnipeg, and in 1915 he 
moved to Toronto in the same posi- 
tion.

FOR IMPERIAL CONFERENCE 


Ottawa, July 21.--‘On. behalf of the 
Canadian people I welcome you,” 
Premier R. B. Bennett said, address- 
ing delegates to the Imperial Con- 
ference here today. 

“This is a proud day for Canada, 
for in its capital city are gathered 
delegates from throughout the British 
Empire, empowered to speak.for one- 
quarter of the earth’s population, and 
instructed to co-operate in determin- 
ing a plan by which this great Empire 


] | may continue its leadership among the 


nations. This conference in many 
ways is unique among all other as- 
semblies of history. At no time have 
we been faced with greater need for 
unselfish and concerted action. At no 
time have the prospects of achieve- 
ment been more certain. 

“We meet in day§ when the machin- 
ery of world commerce is out of gear. 
International finance has broken 
down; the old-fashioned industrial life 
to which we, have grown accustomed 
has undergone a change. We move to- 
ward a new economic order of things. 
Our part in fashioning it,depends in 
large measure upon the outcome of 
this conference. 

“We have acommon purpose. We 
have a supreme desire to achieve it. 
And there can be no group of coun- 
tries in the wide world so capable of 
united action as are the countries 
which comprise the Empire. 

“Therefore we are equipped and 
ready for the task. Wé are bound in 
toyally and_ self-interest to go for- 
ward, knowing as we must that our 
success means the beginning of a new 
and greater prosperity for ourselves, 
the Empire and the world. 

“None of us. should come to this 
conference asking that the others do 
for us what by every test we should to 
for ourselves. We must see to it that 
we are prepared to make some con- 
tribution to the whole, knowing that 
in that way only can we expect the 
whole to make some contribution to 
us. 

“In that belief Canada in the last 
two years has done as best she might 
to increase her power for self-service 
and for Empire service. Only the oth- 
er day this government concluded a 
treaty with our friends and neighbors 
the United States of America, by 
which the St. Lawrence waterway and 
the Great Lakes will be made into a 
great seaway through which the com- 
merce of the Empire will be carried to 
the heart of this continent, and 
through which the products of this 
country will go out to all parts of the 
Empire. This waterway will be free to 
all ships of the Commonwealth, and I 
believe will be the sure means’ by 
“which the parts of the Empire will be 
brought still closer to one another.

MEDICAL CONTRACT 
AT CARDSTON 


There are now 200 names on the 
Cardston medical contract. Hach 
signer pays $25 a year into the fund 
which gives him and members of 
his family medical attendance for 
the year without further cost. This 
also includes minor operations but 
not major ones. The contract be- 
came operative March 1, last, with 
100 signatures, but with a provision 
that additional signatures would be 
accepted in blocks of not less than 
10. Contract signers have their 
choice of the two Cardston doctors 
who have signed the contract, if 
they have a preference, and the two 
doctors are paid one-twelfth of the 
fund each month. This eliminates 
worry about doctor’s bills on both 
sides — about their payment and 
about their collection. So far the 
contract signers express satisfaction 
and the doctors have rendered ser- 
vice during the first four months of 
the year for which their regular 


charges would have been $3000. Sig-

DURING 24 HOURS HURRYING 
GEESE FLEW OVER CABIN 


An historical flight of lesser snow 
geese southward in the fall of 1892 is 
told in a booklet on “Birds of the 
Battle River Region of Central Al- 
berta,” by Frank L. Farley, which was 
recently published. 

“Toward evening on October 14, 
1892,” writes Mr. Farley, “a sudden 
cold wave swept out of the north, ac- 
compznied ‘by heavy snow and wind 
of blizzard proportions, the first sign 
of winter. I had just finished build- 
ing a cabin on my ‘homestead ten 
miles southeast of Red Deer and was 
preparing for my first winter in Al- 
berta. 

“Before dark, flock after flock of 
white geese appeared in the sky com- 
ing from the north, heading due south 
and flying with terrific speed in their 
attempt to get ahead of the 
first icy blast. Tens of thousands of 
geese passed over in the first hour or 
two, while throughont the night: the 
mad rush continued unabated. There 
was never a moment during the dark- 
ness when, the babel of noise could 
not be heard. In the morning a won- 
derful sight met my view as I looked 
out over the snow-covered valley and 
watched the flocks, so close together 
that they touched and in many - ‘cases 
overlapped. 

“Several lines of V-shaped flocks 
could always be seen over a width of 
a mile or more and the nois® was al- 
most deafening as an enormous § as- 
semblage swung low—barely 100 feet 
above the cabin’s roof. 

“Although -snow fell constantly dur- 
ing the entire 24 hours and vision 
was at times limited, the geese never 
appeared to lose ‘their bearimgs. Thou- 
sands were always in sight during the 
day of October 15, and it seemed as 
though all the ‘wavies’ on the con- 
tinent were rushing south through this 
restricted area, probably less than five 
miles in width. The flight continued 
until darkness set in on the 15th and 
it ended just as abruptly as it began. 
Many: and varied were the estimates 
made ‘by. the settlers who were fortu- 
nate enough to see the flight as to 
the number of geese that passed over 
and these estimates ran all the way 
from a million to many millions. I 
venture the assertion that I have 
never, in all the intervening years, 
seen one-third as many ‘wavies’ as IJ 
saw on that mmorable occasion.” 

Mr. Farley’s publication contains 
an extensive study of the bird life

RADIUM DUST IN AIR 


The air is seeded with floating ra- 
dium dust. 

This dust proved its presence by 
clicking like telegraph keys before 
an audience of physical scientists at- 
tending the meeting at Syracuse, N. 
Y., of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

The radium “air man” was Dr. W 
F. G. Swann, director of the Barthol 
Research Foundation, Philadelphia, 
and one of the world’s foremost phy- 
sicists. His radium set was made 
for rare scientific gadgets. He used it 
to illustrate his amazing description 
of the unseen, unfelt things constant- 
ly floating about man and _ even 
touching him. 

In every thimbleful of air, he said, 
there are about 1,000 broken partic- 
les, many of them smashed by im- 
pact of the radium rays from the air. 
In the same thimble there are 10,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000 uninjured mole- 
cules or particles. 

These 1,000 broken particles (ions 
in scientific language), account for 
the seepage of electricity through 
the air. They supply the electrical 
lubrication. 

Only part of the broken particles 
are produced by radium collisions. 
Many of the others ure broken by 
hits of cosmic rays. Dr. Swann illu- 
strated by tuning in another set upon 
which the cosmic rays coming through 
the roof of the hmilding at the mo 
ment struck with resounding clicks. 
He explained that these rays are 
shafts from space their nature not 
yet determined. 

The same kind of ions, except that 
they are inside the body, were used 
to explain “learning” by Dr. John N. 
Washburne of Syracuse University. 

He spoke of the learning called 
conditioned-reflex, which is essential- 
ly habit— hat is automatic.
